TOWN WARRANT 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Graf- 
ton in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in 
said Orange on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, 1980 at three 
O’clock in the afternoon to act upon the following subjects. The 
polls to remain open untill eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a 
Moderator, a Town Clerk, a Town Treasurer, one Selectman for 
three years, one Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, 
two Auditors, one Budget Committee member for three years, one 
Road Agent, one Tax Collector, one Library Trustee, One Deeding 
Agent, one Chief of Police, one Trustee of Trust Funds for one 
year, one Supervisor of Checklist for six years, one Supervisor of 
Checklist for four years, one Supervisor of Checklist for two years, 
and other officers that the Town judge necessary, and then, begin- 
ning at Seven O’clock in the evening to vote on the following 
Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary 
Town charges. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 
three percent on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date 
of the bill. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to accept 
payments in prepayments of taxes in accordance with provisions of 
N.H.R.S.80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 5S: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real 
estate acquired through the Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town or to 
the original owner as justice may require. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $19,540.71 for the purpose of establishing a 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of a Town Truck and Equip- 
ment. Said sum to be raised from the Town surplus transferred 
from the 1979 budget surplus which existed as of 12/31/79. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $9,022.73 for the Truck and Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund and authorize the withdrawal of this sum for 
this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to designate, in accor- 
dance with R.S.A. 35:15. 3 agents to carry out the object of the 
Truck and Equipment Capital Reserve Fund as above described. It 
is recommended that the 3 agents be chosen as follows: one 
member of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the Town Shed 
and Truck Study Committee, and one other Agent as designated by 
the Town meeting. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote, in accordance with 
R.S.A. 35:16, to change the purpose of the Fire Pump Capital 
Reserve Fund which was established in 1956 to the Truck and 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, as described. The passage of this 
article necessitates a *4 vote. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to accept as a gift a 
Deed to a parcel of land on Tug Mt. Road from Allene & Gwynne 
Prosser for the purpose of building a Town Shed on this parcel, 
and further as condition to this gift the Town will agree to make the 
old gravel pit known as the Town Common, a part of the Williams 
Park and to discontinue the removal of natural material from this 
gravel pit. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the purpose of purchasing a 
parcel of land of approximately one acre from Thelma Hammond 
situated at the intersection of the Cross Road and Rt. 4 for the pur- 
pose of building a Town Shed thereon. This sum to be expended 
from the 1979 budget surplus which existed as of 12/31/79 and is 
not to be raised from Taxes. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $12,000.00 for the purpose of constructing a 


Town Shed. Such appropriation to be funded by the issuance of a 
long-term note, in accordance with R.S.A. 33:8. The passage of 
this article necessitates a *% vote. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the ad- 
ditional Highway Subsidy Fund of $2,607.60 for construction or 
reconstruction of class 4 or 5 Highways. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $297.38 for Town Road aid and the State will 
contribute $1,982.53. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4,000.00 for the purpose of building a new 
Bridge over Brown Brook on Powers Hill Road. The State will 
supervise the work and the State will pay $28,000.00 as their share. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget 
submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 17: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other 
officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 18: To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting not in the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 19: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o’clock 
in the evening.

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TOWN SHED & TRUCK COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Town Shed and Truck Committee met 9 times from May 20, 
1979 through January 29, 1980 to review and discuss the following 
items and to make whatever recommendations it felt was necessary 
for the town to vote on at the Town Meeting in March, 1980. 

In May, the committee inspected several sites to see if they were 
suitable for a town garage. We felt that a suitable site should 
include the following characteristics: 1) that it have at least 2 acres 
to allow for future growth 2) that it be out of sight from normal 
travel through the town 3) that it be away from residences as it 
might devalue them 4) that it have good drainage yet not be too 
steep as to require a great deal of fill to make it usable 5) that it be 
reasonably centrally located and 6) that it be reasonably priced. 

The committee spent many hours discussing the Town Common 
and felt that it wasn’t the best spot for a town garage for the 
following reasons: 1) it is too close to the river and salt run-off 
could be a problem 2) there is less than 1 acre of usable flat land 
which leaves no provisions for future growth 3) it would devalue 
the property around it 4) it could become an eyesore on a well 
traveled road and 5) the town lacks a clear title to the land. 

Mr. Prosser made the following offer: he will give the town 2 
acres of land with 150 foot frontage on the Tug Mountain Road if 
the town would put the same restrictions on the Town Common as 
there are on the Williams land. 

The committee discussed the extra cost for electricity and the 
problems of the steep hill heading up the Tug Mountain Road and 
decided that the benefits of a relatively flat building site with no 
swamp or rivers close by, off the main road and out of sight, out- 
weighed the disadvantages. On August 21, 1979, the committee 
unanimously voted to recommend that the town accept Mr. 
Prosser’s offer subject to the acceptance of the Planning Board. 

On October 9, 1979, the committee met with George Smith at the 
State Garage on Rt. 118 to discuss the features of his building (size 
and cost) and a variety of state trucks. Dick Heath offered his ser- 
vices so that we might qualify to take advantage of the State’s bid- 
ding system with regard to the building materials but his cost 
estimate to put up a 40’X40’ town garage was around $20,000, if 
we supplied the labor. After hearing this, the committee decided 
that it was probably better, from an economical point of view, to 
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build a smaller shed primarily to service and repair vehicles. It was 
also suggested that we buy engine heaters and leave the equipment 
outside. 

After working with the committee’s ideas, Bob Ells and Dave 
Johnson worked up some plans and specifications for a town shed 
that we feel will do what needs to be done and can be built for 
about $12,000 including labor. 

Because of the prohibitive cost of a new town truck and backhoe 
’ the committee decided to recommend the purchase of second-hand 
equipment at a cost not to exceed money already available through 
various town funds.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative 
effort between town/city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire Ser- 
vice. 

Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legislature, 
the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality as a Forest 
Fire Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest fire preven- 
tion and control within his town/city. This person may ask the State 
Forester to appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be 
necessary to efficiently carry out his charge. 

The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts with 
a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State organization 
is charged with assisting the municipal forest fire organization in any way 
possible. 

State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire sup- 
pression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators and 
forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is pur- 
chased through State bulk purchasing ability and sold to local forest fire 
Organizations at one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained and 
turned over to town/city fire departments at no cost to local departments 
for conversion into fire suppression units. This cooperative arrangement 
between State and municipality has resulted in one of the best forest fire 
records in the United States with less than one-half acre of woodland burn- 
ed in each fire reported.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Health Council is the visiting nurse service of the Mascoma area, 
your non-emergency community health organization ready to answer ques- 
tions and provide services. 

Under doctor’s orders our nurses give skilled are in the home that can 
shorten or avoid hospitalization and long trips. The nurses are also 
available for consultation, to give health information and education. Our 
physical therapist assists numerous Mascoma residents and we have trained 
home health aides available. The staff cooperates with many other 
organizations in the area, providing testing, examinations, immunizations, 
counseling and other health services to those of all ages. 

The child health program, with visits to newborns, well child and dental 
clinics, and follow ups by the nurse practitioner serves well over half the 
pre-first graders in the five towns. The program often identifies problems 
that can be corrected before they cause difficulties in the school years. 
Some of the Council’s services are free and none is denied because of in- 
ability to pay. 

Financing for the Council’s services comes from sources such as 
Medicare, Blue-Cross, State of New Hampshire grants, patient fees, con- 
tributions, and town funds. Since Mascoma citizens organized the Council 
in 1969 it has proven a more cost effective nursing service than others in the 
region. The requested support from the towns for 1980-81 represents less 
than 19% of the budget, down from about 35% a few years ago and the 
same amount as for 1979-80. 

Each of you is a member of the Council and you are invited to attend the 
monthly meetings of the 21-member board of directors that represents your 
interests. 

The council staff is ready to help you, whether you have questions about 
health or other services, are baffled by Medicare, or need medical equip- 
ment from our loan closet. Please call them at 632-7234.

The CANAAN F.A.S.T. INC. now has eight persons trained in 
the use of the Esophageal Obturator Airway. There are four per- 
sons trained in intravenous Therapy and the use of Military Anti- 
Shock Trousers. This represents an addition of 232 hours of train- 
ing per individual at Mary Hitchcock Hospital. We hope to be able 
to have additional training in Cardiac Monitoring and Treatment in 
the near future. 

Due to the fact that there are no more Government Grants to 
cover training or equipment cost all of these cost must be borne by 
the Squad and its members. Each member must receive a minimum 
of 50 hours training per year to remain certified. 

While we are still in the process of building both personel and 
equipment we remain open to anyone that can offer help or sugges- 
tions as to fund raising or Squad Administration. 

We are dedicated to ever improving the Ambulance Service to the 
towns of Canaan, Orange and Dorchester.
